About this time Secretary Hitchcock 


received a confidential letter. Intimat- 
ing that such a report had reached his 
department He at once sent for Her- 
mana and aiVed for the report, and 
cpoa its being produced, the commis- 
sioner's resignation was demanded. 
The latter requested three or four 
weeks time, which. It is charged, he 
spent In destroying press books and 
other tell tale evidences of corruption, 
and for this he has just been Indicted 
at Washington- 


Impressed with the seriousness of 


the situation. Secretary Hitchcock at 
once assigned Arthur B. Push, an at- 
torney of the Interior department, and 
Harry El Steece. a special agent of the 
general land office, to make an Inves- 
tigation, When they reached Arizona 
they found that the man who had been 
Instrumental In starting the Investiga- 
tion had changed his mind and re- 
fused to r»ake any further statement. 
They then proceeded to California and 
afttr a brief Investigation returned to 
Washington and reported that the 
frauds -were evidently extensive and 
that the services of a detective would 
be necessary to work op the evidence. 
Chief Joan EL \Vilkle. of the United 
States secret service, was called In and 
at his suggestion one of his operatives. 
William J. Bums, was placed in full 
charge of the secret service end ol 
the case. As a preliminary to his work 
Mr. Burns ipent a month in the gen- 
eral land offlce. familiarizing with the 
general details of the work and gather- 
ing all the evidence at hand. 


Fin* Detective Work. 


Fortunate circumstances favored him 


and before he started for the west he 
hid secured a confession from J. J 
Barnes, who had been employed in the 
general land oSce for 13 years. This 
gave him Icslde Information which he 
was cot stov to use oa reaching Cali- 
fornia. His Investigations led him 
into ArUona and Oregon and other 
western states, and when he had ths 
details well in hand, he boldly faced 


K. Allen, who for years had been a 


trusted agent of the Interior depart- 
ment and who at the time w»s forest 
superintendent at Los Angeles.

and charged him with complicity in

The trail cow led to the office of the 


forest supervisor. Grant I. Taggart, 
whose reputation tip to this time had 
been above suspicion.

Traps Set. 


With the Inside Information thus ob- 


tained, the secret service man returned 
to Washington, and proceeded to en- 
trap certain mea la the general laci 
office, for by this time he knew the 
mea he wanted. There were two mea 
especially implicated In the chain of 
evidence which he had thus far forged 
link by link. Ote was W. D. Harlan, 
chief of the special service, division.

The First Clew. 


This, in bnef. Is the oru.:ce of the

U was la the Utter part of LX>2 that 
the first Intimation of extensive land 
frauds reached the ear cf Secretary 
Hitchcock, and the circumstances con- 
nected therewith are of rather a ilnzn- 
lar character. It has beea said that 
It takes a thief to catch a thief, acd 
strange enough the first information 
of frauds ia the land entries was riven 
by a maa who had beea In tee employ 
of land-crabbers, and who was threat- 
ening to expose the frauds In order to 
enforce the payment of hush money, 
He sent letter after letter to the gen- 
eral land office at Washington, but It 
ts said that BInter Hermann, at that 
tins com-sisslocer. Iznored the letters. 


William E. Valk. who had charge of 
the line selections. Burns succeeded in 


resting confessions from both men.
